It is unknown why they adopted this monster as a symbol, there is nothing confirmed, since 
the surviving materials of the School are scarce. But legends say that it was after Gaufrid 
met a Sea Witch, who showed him a vision of a monstrous octopus - like creature sleeping 


in the depths of an unknown ocean, waiting to awaken and destroy the world.

The strongest rumors indicate that in order to avoid the extinction of the witchers, they 
dedicated themselves to creating mutant monsters in their laboratories, which eventually 
provoked the wrath of the Nilfgaardian government. Giving them the choice of either being 
destroyed or abandoning their stronghold and never creating monsters again. Which would 
later lead Emperor Emhyr to establish the anti-mutant edict which prevented the witchers 
from entering the Nilfgaardian cities, something that would not be revoked until the rise of 


Jan Calveit much later. 


Characteristics 6 [J 


One of its main characteristics is the use of ultra-resistant light armors, that allow them to 


have a great defense and speed at the same time. 


Unlike the School of the Bear witchers. The witchers of the School of the Kayran tend to 
form great bonds between themselves and with other witchers. Always ready for help 


another "witcher brother" who needs helps in The Path. 


Their swords forged in Tir Tochair are made of an alloy different from that of a common 
witcher sword. Which are capable of resisting incredibly corrosive poisons which unlike 
other witchers they would use a type of oil, the Kayran witchers would use incredibly 


powerful poisons with which to cover their swords to kill the monsters with more efectivity. 


These poisons are mixtures of poisons of different creatures, made from an alchemical 


process similar to how the witchers of the School of the Manticore prepare the potions that 


make them so characteristic compared to other witchers schools. 


For a close and direct combat with monsters, the witchers of the School of the Kayran, 
usually use a type of gnome dagger similar to those used by the witchers of the School of 
the Viper, but of much greater size and width. This one is known as cinqueda. Another 
characteristic of the witchers of this school, is the habitual use of chains at the time of 
fighting monsters. Their swords, also differ from the rest of witcher schools to be these 


much more similar to a estoc for hunting used by nobles.

« With the release of Nightmare of the Wolf, the lore of this school has been readjusted. 


And although it doesn't fit that the Wolves created monsters, it does fit with this 


school being a "proto-split" of the Viper School. In addition, it would serve to balance 


the scarcity of monsters in the books and the greater presence of these in the games, 
in addition to signs of the Second Conjunction that would be given gradually (e.g., the 
portals of the quest of Avalla'ch and Geralt or the vampire who asks if the year 1358 


has arrived)
